THE ZODIACAL LIGHT. 


A Phenomenon In Nature Commonly 

Known as “the Sun Drawing’ Water.” 

Sometimes in the evening, some little 
time before and during twilight, and 
sometimes—though rarer—before and 
during sunrise, a close observer may de- 
tect peculiar, fanlike streams of darker 
and lighter shading across the sky. 
These streaks, of which the plainer ones 
may number from four to six, together 
form a triamgle; with its base on the 
horizon and extending out at varying 
altitudes. 

This appearance still holds rank as an 
unexplained phenomenon in nature. It 
occurs only occasionally. There may be 
a fine illustration on a given evening, 
and while there may be a week of clear 
sunsets succeeding not a trace of’ the 
streaks will be visible. ‘ 

From this it would seem that a par- 
ticular atmospheric condition must be 
one of the factors in its, production. 
The assumption. would be supported by. 
numerous analogies not necessary to 
enumerate.. In the proper atmosphere, 
then, let it be assumed that the streaks 
are due to alternate lines of shade and 
light. 

Now, let something to some extent 
obstruct the rays of the sun which has 
set, either an impediment in the distant 
landscape or an ‘unseen cloud, the com- 
bination at the iproper angle with the 
observer’s vision, and it is probable that 
he may approach a solution of the long 
standing puzzle. 

The fanlike appearance is such for the 
same reason that the lines in a brick 
wall leading away from the observer 
seem to focalize to a center, ag do also 
railway tracks seemingly come together 
in the distance. These zodiacal lines 
are undoubtedly parallels, as are lines of 
cloud streaks that to our vision seem to 
point toa common starting point. It 
is more than probable that this modest 
and, unobtrusive streaking of the clear 
evening sky has been unsolved because 
of its very simplicity. It is probably 
only a modification of what is common- 
ly known as ‘‘the sun drawing water. ’’ 
—Pittsburg Dispatch.

In the battle that followed they were 
defeated, and the small fraction of them 
that remained unkilled put to flight. 
The horses, shut in by the steep moun- 
tains on the one side and the steep river 
bluff on the other, had to be left behind.

PORTLAND'S SMALLEST HOUSE. 


Three Rooms Crowded Inte Space Not 
Large For One. 

For upward of 10 years Portland has 
had within its corporate limits one of 
the smallest dwelling houses in this 
broad land of ours. At first glance it 
‘might be mistaken for a playhouse, as 
it stands alone in the center of the block 


on Northrup street, between Nineteenth‘ 


and Twentieth, 

The place has a history, and many of 
Portland’s residents haye made them- 
selves familiar with it by personal in- 
quiry and investigation. About 10 years 
ago, 80 the story goes, a seafaring man 
happened in the northwest portion of 
the city before streets had been opened 
and graded, and, struck by the beauty 
of the surroundings, determined to build 
himself an abode’ in-which to pass his 
declining years. . 

‘The builder endeavored to make his 
home as much like ships’ quarters as 
possible, and in this he succeeded ad- 
mirably. The house contains three 
rooms——kitchen, dining room and bed- 
room—and occupies a patch of ground 
about 10 by 12 feet. It stands about 9 
feet in height. The kitchen is just large 
enough to accommodate a cook stove and 
table, and the dining room is suffictent- 
ly large to allow two persons to move 
about. The parlor and bedroom com- 
bined contains a couch, two chairs and 
a table and resembles the stateroom of 
an ocean steamer. The bed, or berth, is 
located three or four feetabove. the 
floor on a chest of drawers and is hidder 
from view by handsome lace draperies. 
By lowering a panel on the opposite 
side of the room a bright array of china- 
ware is exposed to view, and the panel 
itself-may be used as a table or writing 
shelf.—Portland Telegram.

Conductors Were Deceived by Him For 
More Than a Year—A Simple Scheme 
Which Required Only Nerve and Self 
Control—Tricks of Conductors, — 


There is a Well settled belief.on thé 
part_ofmost people that the conductors 
on the steam railroads have an intuitive 
knowledge of the persons who have not 
paid their fares, and that, while they 
may occasionally pass a’ man without 
taking up his ticket,.so phenomenal is 
the memory of the average conductor 
and so well does he rémember faces 
that it is almost impossible: to deceive 
him. While this may sometimes bo 
true, as arule it is the passenger him. 
self who gives the cue for the conduct: 
or’s action. @ man who deliberately 
attempts to evade the payment ofa fare 
in nine cases ont of ten will by his looks 


not paid my fare, and I don’t. mténd 
to.’? Some conductors with short mem: 
ories and distrust of their abilities for 
detecting the frauds will continuously 
call out the word ‘‘tickets’’ as they pass 
through the cars, where many changes 
are taking place between! stations, at 
the same time extending their hand to-

made to himself and responds according- 
ly. But if this ruse does not succeed in 
making the would be ‘‘beat’’ deliver up 
his ticket it so far changes his face and 
demeanor that he often shows conscious 
guilt, and his ticket is then peremptorily 
demanded. 

It sométimes happens, however, that 
even all the tricks and artifices of the 
conductor will fail, and a man will suc- 
ceed daily in evading payment of his 
fare, not merely for weeks, but for 
months. A remarkable case of this kind 
‘was recently observed on the Fitchburg 
railroad. For more than a year a man 
employed in one of the large wholesale 
houses in this city has been taking a 
train from one of the suburban stations, 
and acquaintances who rode on the 
same car were surprised to see that he 
never paid fare. 

At first it was thought that he might 
have a pass, which the conductor, know- 
ing him well, did. not require him to 
show. But it was learned that he al- 
ways paid his fare when coming from 
Boston, when the conductor is sure to 
demand a fare from eyery person on the 
train. Then came the suggestion that 
he had an understanding with the con- 
ductor of the train on which he rode 
when going to Boston. But. it was 
found that when the conductor was 
changed to another train and a stranger 
took his place he also failed. to collect 
fare from the man. 

So for weeks the man was watched 
with much. curiosity by the passengers 
who knew of. his success and were curi- 
ous to see how long it would ‘continue. 
They saw that he invariably got on the 
train on the left hand side, so that he 
could not be observed by the conductor, 
who-stood on the station platform. As 
soon as he entered the car he took one of 
the many unoccupied seats next to the 
window and logt no time in becoming 
deeply absorbed in the contents of a 
morning paper.’ When the conductor 
came through the train to collect fares 
from the passengers who got in-at this 
station, this. mqn, instead of ignoring 
his presence, as ‘most men similarly sit- 
uated would have done, gave a rapid 
glance from his-paper, looking the offi- 
cial squarely in the eye, and resumed 
his reading with just the suggestion of 
impatience at the interruption. The re- 
proof conveyed in that glance, carrying 
with it a positive assurance that there 
was no disposition to evade anything, 
‘was 60 emphatic and pronounced that it 
left no doubt in the mind of the con- 
ductor, if. he had any before, that the 
passenger had ‘got on the train at an- 
other station and bad paid his fare to 
‘Boston. There was something about 
the man’s appearance as well as his ac- 
tions that assisted in the keeping up of 
this deception. He bore all the evidence 
of a substantial, honest business man of 
middle aye,’ and far above evading pay- 
ment of a 5 cent fare. But it was singu- 
lar that day after day a’sharp and dis- 
criminating conductor should be so eas- 
ily deceived, and apparently against his 
own convictions, for on several occa- 
sions he reached for a fare, but was 
checked in his advances by that re- 
proachful look with which he was con- 
fronted. 

But the end came at last, on that 
train at least, Either the conductor’s

He wanted money, and I 
gave him 50 cents. Afterward he wanted 
all I owed him, $1.50, and I gave it to him 
and ‘he went off. : 

“Saturday morning he came up the road 
again, with his jug, and shortly after 7 
o'clock went back, intending to go to 
work again in my potato field. He sug- 
gested that I might hire his brother, 
Willard, if I wanted him, and said the 
latter was then on his way up the road. 
But Idid not want Willard, although he 
soon came along, apparently under the in- 
fluence of liquor. In sdme conversation 
with Willard the latter brokenly stated 
that he was full as the result of drinking 
‘to have a tooth pulled the night before, 

“It was about 9:30 o'clock when I went 
down to the potato field, to see what 
Charles was doing. He was not there, or 
anywhere to be seen. He had been there 
and dug about five pecks of potatoes, 
about an hour's work. His hoe was stuck 
up in the mud, and an old coat lay near. 
I began picking up the potatoes and al- 
most immediately

trom the direction of the Reed house. 

“Shortly afterward I went up to the Reed 
house. 

“As soon as I got to the dooryard, I saw 
signs of a struggle. There was a broken 
chair outside, and Charles’ boots lay near 
the doorstep. The door was opened as I 
came to it. The kitchen appeared in. dis- 
order. 

“Then I saw a stream of red running 
across the floor, from the right of the door, 
and looking inside I saw the body ofa 
man lying with his feet up the stairway 
which leads out of the kitchen, his head 
thrown back and downward, and-resting 
on achest at the foot of the stairs. I did 
not go in, but went over to Gould's and 

Told Him Whgt I Had Seen. 

“After Willard Reed left the Wright 
house he went to Gould’s and found the 
old man working up in the cider mill.” 

“He came in and said he had shot 
Charles,’* said the latter. ‘I couldn't be- 
lieye.it, but I told him if he had done so, 
he had better godown to Constable De 
Rohen*and:give himself up.

New Caucas Law.

No one apparently seems to have a clear 
conception of the law under which the 
republicans are called upon to choose 
delegates to the various conventions. 
Instead of simplyfying and making the 
laws clear to the people the aim or the 
result is to render them liable to a va- 
riety of constructions, The democratic 
authorities ‘call for two caucuses on dif- 
ferent dates, and aie to. proceed under 
the Election Act of 1893, which provides 
that- the Representatives to the General 
Court.shall be nominated in the caucus 
where move than one ward is concerned 
in making a nomination or where more 
than one town is concerned in nominat- 
ing a ‘Representative. The republican 


cuses are called and must be held in ac- 
cordance with Chap. 504 of 1894, with 
the provisions of the Election Act of 
1893. 

If proceedure is taken under ‘one act, 
that of 1894, delegates are chosen, if an- 
der that of 1898, it appears a joint cau- 
cus of the two towns, as has heretofore 
been castomary, should be held. Among 
the voters considerable fault is being 
found against the delegate system, many 
seeming to prefer to exercise their vote 
directly for or against the candidates in 
question. - Rather than to proceed ina 
mistaken manner it would seem that the 
method heretofore in vogue, if legal, 
would be the most satisfactory.
